HAT king Heary the VTHth, who had great Oppoſi- 
tion to ſtruggle with in eſtabliſhing the Reformation, 
firit thought of ſtrengthning his Hands by either reſtoring or 
granting (moſtly by Act of Parliament) to Counties and Bo- 
roughs, the Right of ſending Repreſentatives to the Houſe of 
Commons, whoſe Numbers till then had continued muc 
the ſame. Wars 

That this Method was purſued by his Succeſſors, and ac- 
quieſced in upon the evident Neceſſity there was to recurr to 
extraordinary Means for carrying on the great Affairs then in 

Agitation till ſuch time as that Neceſſity ceaſing the Nation 
as alarmed by the Continuance of the ſame Practice under 
King James the Firlt, who beſides took an unuſual Liberty i 
zretting Boroughs of his own Authority, that never had enjoyed 
ny Right of ſending Members to Parliament. 

That this Prince perceiving likewiſe this Practice of erecting 
Boroughs was not 1 to be relied on, ſince he could have 
no Certainty of their returning always ſuch Members as might be 
greeable to him, made uſe of another Expedient to influence Par- 
jaments by creating new Peers, having in a Reign of 22 Years 
reated 62 which is about nine times as many as Queen E/;zabeth 
had done, whoſe Reign was twice as long. js 

That as aur Conſtitution cannot be preſerved unleſs a Ba 
ance of Power is maintained between the {ſeveral Branches 
of our Government, there is a Neceſſity of reſtraining this Pra-. 
Qiſe of conferring Honours with ſo liberal a Hand, which in 
late glaring Inſtance we have ſeen uſed to very bad Purpoſes ; 
and if this Method be purſued by Miniftries to overturn the Mea: 
ures of their Predeceſſors, their frequent Changes will occaſion] 
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Families will ſufficient!
